his Excellency, the Governor, by Daniel Graham, 
Faq. Secretary of State. 
œ Which was read at the Clerk’s table. 
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Fellow- Citizens of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives, 

The sudden and unexpected resignation of Ex- 
ecutive authority, which has occured since the 
adjournment of the Jast General Assembly, has 
been the source of deep and serious regret to us 
all; and the unaffected diffidence in my own abili- 
ties, which I have ever felt, when called to the dis- 
charge of public duty, was sustained alone by the 
integrity of my awn purpose, and a confident re- 
Hance on public virtue, and the wisdom and firm- 
ness of our free instifations. 

Blessed as we are, in a elimate of the most king- 
ly temperature, and in a soil producing in the 
greatest abundance, all the necessaries and com: 
forts of life, our destinies advance in the onward 
course of improvement; and by a consistent adher- 
ence to the principles of wise and cautious legis- 
Jation upon which we have heretofore aeted, we 
shall go on to multiply the means of rational en- 
joyment, and to perpetuate that character for 
patriotism and devotion to the common good, for 

avhich the sons of Tennessee have been eminently 
distinguished. 

No legislative wisdom can be effectual in attain- 
ing the greatest possible good, unless the judicial 
branch of government be as pure and intelligent as 
the frailty of human nature, and the weakness of 
human understanding, will admit. ‘Fhe laws 
should not only be shaped according to our sound- 
est views of the genius of the people, the resnurces 
of the country, and the wants of society; but the 
attention of the Legislature should ever be direct- 
ed to the forms and practice of the co-ordinate de- 
partments. The channels of justice should not 
only run pure, and the decisions of the courts be 
conformable to the spirit of our statutes, and the 
dictates of common sense and reason, but it is of 
the utmost importance to the interests of this, 8s- 
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of every other civilized community, that the re- 

dress of grievances should be prompt and without 

delay. How far the experiments already made in 

the civil branch of our jurisprudence haye sue- 

ceeded in establishing its practical fitness to all 

the purposes of adjudication between’ man and 

man, or whether a higher degree of usefulness is 

still attainable by partial modifications, deserves 

and wil] meet your serious consideration; but that 

sotme measures may be devised for the punishment 

of criminal offenders more effectual, than J believe . 
to be practicable under the present state of things, 

is greatly to be desired. ‘Fhe feelings of society 

asit is now constituted seems to demand a system, 

embracing in its details a graduation of punish- 
ment bearing reasonable poportion to the nature 

of the offence. The multiplied acts of violence 

and oytrage tvhich we have frequently and of Jate 

been called to witness, are doubllése encouraged 

by the facilities with which the heavy sanctions of 
thelaw are wholly evaded. Withthe march of intet- 
lectual improvement, and the chastened spiritof 
christianity in other portions of the country, the 

sanguinaty and degrading penalties of earlier 

timeshave been greatly modified. In many of our 
sister states where Penitentiary houses or state 

prisons have been established as the basis ofa 

new system, the weight of testimony after full ex. 
periment, seéms so conclusive, as to controul the 

decision of public opinion ŝa their fayar; offenders 

haye not only been mere suddenly punished, but 

in maay instances reclaimed, and a manifest sgy- 

ing of ‘expense bas accrued to the Treasury in 
criminal prosecutions. 

_ The permanent good which necessarily results 

from a general diffusion of knowledge amongst a 

people who are entrusted with the inestimable 

privilege of self-government, makes it our daty 
fo cherish with parental eare, such resources as 
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may be in our power, for the encouragement of 
schools, colleges and academies. A fund for the 
„apport of common schools in this state, to a con- 
‘siderable amount, has been already set apart; and 


‘ although I am not aware of any additional source 
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from which further appropriations could, at this 
time, be judiciously made, the economical invest- 
ment and profitable improvement of our present 
means will require the most active vigilance,— 
With the amount of capital now af our command 
for that purpose, itis not hoped for or expected thas 
a successful plan could be immediately put in oper- 
ation and sustained; but we should teke care, not 
only that there should be no waste of the original 
amount, but, that there be a regular and ressona- 
ble increase, and above all, that the responsibility 
of those to whom the charge is committed be so 
unquestionable, and the operations whereby it is 
controlled he su plein and unembarracsed, as at 
any time when required by the Legislature, to pre- 
sent on aspect intelligible by all, It is a sacred 
deposit for the benefit of posterity; and to prevent 
the confusion into which the management of such 
funds has too often been permitted torun, a rigorour 
accountability should be imposed upon the guar- 
dians of the trust, by a plan of computation simple 
m its details, and requiring periodical investiga- 
tion by competent authority. 

In common with every comercial people of the 
world with whom we have intercourse, it has been 
made an essential part of our policy to estimate 
the use of money, or the circulating medium of 
exchange by some fixed standard of value. The 
estimate of that value has in different communities 
and at different periods been differently held; but 
‘in no one principle of civil polity, have all been 
more united in opinion, than that some fixed stan- 
dard is essential, and that usury or the exaction of 
greater or higher rates is to be deprecated. With 
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us, the standard has remained unchanged from our- 
earliest history; but the penalties, and measure of 
punishment against. usurers has been the subject 
of modification; and‘although -the laws have been 
effectual to some extent, in suppressing the evil in: 
its ordinary channels of operation, still the devices 
of avarice have been extensively successful in their 
evasive expedients. l 
Direct loans of money or a forbearance to press 
collections on the inducement of a higher rate of 
interest than allowed by law, is now but seldom | 
resorted to, from the facility-with which the ob-. 
jects of the crafty usurer can be attained by ficti- 
tious agencies; and whenever the necessities of the 
credulous and unwary have brought them within 
the voracious grasp of a professional money dealer, 
new loans, or further indulgences upon loans al- 
ready advanced, are effected through a process of 
shaving whereby bonds and obligations unquestion- 
ably secured, and most frequently fabricated to 
answer the present transaction, are transferred at 
a discaunt wholly ruinous to the affairs of the op- 
pressed debtor, and in defiance not only of the 
principles of policy and law, but of moral obliga- 
tion and common honesty. The victims of this 
desolating rapacity are too often to be found a- 
mongst the meritorious classes of our citizens, 
whose spirit of emulation and enterprise is more 
indiscreet than reprehensible; whilst the authors 
of their ruin, with a small stock of probity or in- 
tegrity, are, by the inevitable tendency of their in- 
tercourse with men, more and more confirmed in 
a heartless indifference to the ordinary claims of 
humanity. If existing prohibitions be insufficient 
to repress or even to check the progress of an evil 
so destructive to the interests and morals of socie- 
ty, it is cerfainiy competent in the Legislature to 
devise some constitutional remedy, effectual in its. - 
application, and which shall admit ne subterfuge 
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to unworthy offenders. Some dissatisfaction has 
been manifested, and no doubt those who are 


: heard to complain, do so in the utmost sincerity, 
_ against the influence and.tendency of the Braych 


of the United States Bank located in this State; 
and in addition ta the usual allegations against 
Banka and banking transactions im general, it is 
here assumed as a particular objection, that. the 
amount of stock held by citizens of Tennessee. is 
very limited, and that the profits, whatever they 
may be, are realized by capitalists of other States, 
or of other countries. The good or evit resulting 
from Banking operations, whether of loval or na- 
tional institutions, seems, even at this advanced 
periad of our experiments in the science of govern- 
ment, to be still too much the subject of honest 
difference of opinion to justify positive conclusions 
for or against their general utility; and F submit, 
with great deference, whether, in the present pos- 
ture of affairs, 3t would not comport with the best 
views of our own interests, consistency and good 
faith, to direct the pubiic attention te the support 
or opposition which our best judgments may dic- 
tate, on a proposed renewal of corporate powers, 
rather than to an unprofitable conflict with exist- 
ing establishments, whose hours are already num- 
hered, and whose dealiug are unexceptionabie. E 
am not prepared to say that the influence of the 
Branch located here, has in any instance been im- 
properly used. It is, with all its kindred family, 
open to odgections; but what fabric of human in- 
vention is otherwise? It was cailed inte existence 
by the Representatives of the people, in a peace- 
ful exercise of the known forms of the constitu- 
tion, and :f ıt should be fouad, in any degree, in- 
consistent with, the spirit of that sacred instrument, 
orif its tendencies should be manifestly impolitic, 
unjust, or oppressive, the pure patriotism of Ten- 
nesses knows where ta seek and apply the remedy. 
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The line of boundary between ,this State and 
Kentucky is still the subject of discontent and in- 
convenience to the citizens who -réside in the im-, 
mediate neighborhood, and the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky adopted a resolution at their last session, di- 
recting the Executive of that state to take meas- 
ures for running that part of Watker’s line which 

‘Hes between the south east cornerof Trigg coun- 
ty and the Tennessee.river. ‘Thisis the only por- 
tion of the line which remains to he run, under the 

rovisions of the compact entered info with us on 
the 20th day of February, 1820, and it is but just 
and proper that itshould be plainly marked and 
established; but asthe Executive of this State was 
not authorized to co-operate with the authorities 
of Kentucky, on their proposition to appoint a- 
gents and surveyors in February last, a suspension 
of operations was asked for by us; and I take great 
pleasure in communicating to the General Assem- 
bly, the< the. spirit of forbearance and accommoda- 
zot; manifested by our sister State, will ensure the 
exercise of a corresponding spirit on our part, 
and an early attention to ihe adjustment of a mat- 
ter which has been long delayed. 

At no period since the commencement of our 
government, have the evidences of our growing 
prosperity been more manifest, nor the efforts of 
industry more bountifully rewarded: commerce 
and the mechanic arts are liberally encouraged, 
and domestic industry, in its legitimate sense, is 
more practised and better understood: the labors 
of the husbandman, whose protection should be 
the first object of every agricultural nation, have. 
not enly here, but through every portion. of our 
happy country, been eminently. favoured. with 
abundant harvests: at peace vith all the nations of 
the earth, and undistutbed by the petty feuds of 
faction within our own border, sve are left to the 
Cnjoyment of as much rational happiness as seems 
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to be compatible with human nature, “and the in- 
stitutions of men. That we may koow how to 
appreciate these blessings, and to improve them to 
ihe high purposes of a Beneficent Providence, Jet 
us look in humble gratitude to that Divine Source 
of every good, in whose hands alone are “the

ties, the n school fund, as_directed by the 
24th resolution of the legislature in 1827. Ae 
additional reason 18, that the condition of the Bank 
is hetter than it has been at any point of time since 
the passage of the resolution, and that a compli- 
ance with the law until within a short tinie pact, 
Would havé endangered the credit of the Bank, or 
produced another call of 5 or IO per cent. The 
reasons that induced the Directory to make the 16 
per cent call, have in a great degree continued to 
exist: the scarcity of par fands resulting from the 
failure ‘of the Nashville Bank, and the pressure 
produced upon all the local institutions, by the 
establishment of the Branch Baok of the United 
States at this place. It was believed that much of 
the pressure produced by the Branch Bank of the 
United States, was the effect of a rule of the mo- 
ther Bank, requiring them to discount on their own 
paper exclusively. An effort was made on the 
part of the Directory of this institution, to cause 
the rule to be dispensed with. Their exertions 
were unavailing, notwithstanding the President 
and Uirectors of the Branch at this place, mani- 
fested every disposition to aid our views. Ál- 
‘hough the real transaction discounts are Jimited 
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tp the deposites, and have almost entirely ceased 
Tor the last two years; still with the increase of the 
accommodation fund, the net profits have been 
greater than the proportion of the profits, since 
the organization cf the Bank. 

In making an exposition of the situation of the 
Bank, we do not consider jta partof our duty fo 
suggest any change in the present mode of the 
administration of the diferent departments of the 
Bank; but we would suggest from past experience, 
that occasional difficulties will occur with the 
agents, whieh it Is. impossible to rectify and per- 
fectly understand, unless it is by visiting the agen- 
cies, (which hag been in some instances resorted 
to,) or by calling the agents, with all the proof, be- 
fore the board of Directors, which in many in- 
stances would be extremely-inconyenient and ex- 
pensive. l ; 

We feel gratified in being able to report to your 
honorable body that with few exceptions, we have 
had no cause of complaint sgainst our agents, so 
far a8 we can learn from their reports, and so far 
us any information has heen received; and we 
have in some cases made special visits fo some of 
the counties, for the purpose of making examina- 
tions.

Mr, Campbell, chairman of the cammittee on 
revised laws, to whom was referred the communi- 
cation of Daniel Graham, Esq. with its accompany- 
ing documents, io relation to the publishing the 
revisal, lately made by Messrs. Haywood and 
Cobbs, made the following reports— 
The joint select committee oh the revised laws 


appointed in pursuance of a resolution of ihe Gen- ` - 


eral Assembly to examine and report ta the Legis- 
lature—what steps are necessary to be taken for 
the purpose of having the revisa] lately made by 
“Haywood and Cobbs,” published and promulgat~_ 
ed and to make such further report and recom- 
mendation as said committee shall deem expedi- 
ent; submit the following report. 

That by the act of 1825, chapter 60, the Legisla- 
tore directed that two persons should be appointed 

F Senate i 
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to revise and digest all such statutes of this State 
and North Carolina as were of a public nature ang 
in force here, and to make report of theif. proceed- 
ings to the next General Assembly; and that said 
persons so to be appointed should receive for their 
services such compensation as the Legislature 
thereafter, should deem reasonable. In pursuance 
of this act John Haywood, then one of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court of this State, and Robert L, 
Coobs, attorney at law, were appointed to make 
said digest and revisel. They accepted said ap» 
pointment and procecded immediately to the ex- 
ecution of the work which they had undertaken, 
and at the session of the General Assembly con- 
vened in 1827, the result of their Jabors were sub- 
mitted to the Legislature, and a committee ap- 
pointed to examine the same. 

The report of this committee will be found in 
page 336, of the Journal of the Senate, and from 
which it appears they had bestowed on the exam- 
ination of the-svork all the time that could be spar- 
ed from their ordinary business of legislation, 
That they believed the report of Mr. Cobbs as to 
the plan and manner of execution of said revisat 
was correct, And they entertained the most fa- 
yorable opinion of the ability with which it had 
been done. And they recommended its publica- 
tion and distribution in such manner as the wis- 
dom of the General Assembly might.direct. On 
the th December 1527, an act passec the Gener- 
al Assembly directing the treasurer of West Ten- 
nessee to pay to Robert L, Cobbs the sum of fif- 
teen hundred dollars, to tle executors of John 
Haywood, Jately deceased, the sum of seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and to Thomas Haywood, 
who had assisted in the completion of said work,- 
seven hundred and fifty dollars, as full compensa- 
tion for the services, by them rendered, in and 
about making and preparing under their appoint- 
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ment a revisatof the laws of the State, which sums 
the parties entitled to have respectively received, 
Ry an act passed 13th Dec. 1527, the Legislature 
provided for the publication and distribution of 
this reviaal; the work being in two volumes one of 
whicb- was of more immediate utility than the 
other, they directed that there should he published, 
for distribution at the expense of the State, three 
thousand copies of the first volume, and five hyn- 
dred copies of the second volume, as reported to 
the General Assembly, By the same act the Secre- 
tary of State was directed as saon as practicable, 
to contract for the publication and delivery of said 
revisal upon the best terms that could be procur- 
ed, embracing the principle of granting to the 
publisher the sole right of publishing for fourteen 
years at his own risk or profit, and for sale, so 
many copies as he might think proper, beyond the 
number provided for, as before mentioned, to he 
ptinted at the expense of the State: Providing at 
the same time, that the Secretary shauld not give 
nore than two dollars per copy far the first volume 
and one dollap seventy-five cents per copy for 
the second volume. The act further provided, 
that when the publication should be finished, the 
first volume of the revisa} should be distributed in 
the different counties, by the County Courts, al- 
lowing one capy io each Justice of the Peace and 
one to each of the clerks of the Gireuit and Coun- 
ty Courts. The number of the second volume to 
be two for each county, one for the clerk of the: 
Circuit and one for the clerk of the County 
Court. And in case of the death, resigngtion or 
removal of any Justice of the Peace, the volume 
allotted to such Justice, be returned with the pa- 
ie of said Justice to the clerk of the County 
zourt, at 
In pursuance of this last act of the Legislature. 
the Secretary of State, on the 18th of- January, 
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1828, entered into contract with Heiskeli and 
Brown, printers at Knoxville, whereby they agreed 
fo publish and deliver three thousand copies of the 
first and five hundred copies of the second volume 
of the said revisal, for the sum of twenty-nine 
hundred and ninety-five dollars, and they execat- 
eğ their bond with security in the penalty of 
$5990, conditional, for the faithful execution of 
the contract on their part, Your committee will 
here inform the Legislature that in making the di- 
gest, the revisers did not write out the laws at full 
length, as they were to be printed. They put sll 
the Jaws on the same subject together as directed 
by the act of 1825; but in making the compilution 
the revisers only put the beginning and concluding 
words of a section, where the whole section was 
an force, making reference in the margin to the 
year in which the act passed, the number of the 
chapter and section and the printed volumes of 
the laws where they were aontained; where parts 
-of sections relating ta the same subject were in 
force, and part repealed, the parts in force had to 
be put together leaving out such as was not in 
force, where it was practicable ta be done. In 
this way laws relating to the same subject, passed 
at different periods in the course of a century, 
were all brought together, and put in ane chapter; 
and the subjects arranged in alphabetical order. 
By an act passed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature, chapter 8, of the acts of 182%, all fines, 
forfeitures, penalties, rewards, fees, and sums of 
money which in the statute laws, in force in this 
State are expressed in pounds, shillings, and 
pence, are directed to be expressed in the new 
digest, in dollars and cents, Your commiltee be- 
Heve that the plan of the new digest is the best 
that could have been devised without a re-enact- 
ment of all the statute laws in force in this State: 
and so far as they are capable of judging, from the 
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partial examination they have given io the work, 
they believe the execution of it, by the revisers, 
has been accomplished with ability and great skill. 
and industry. But they farther believe, that an- 
leas the revisa} be transcribed, great, if not insu- 
perable difficulties will be impased upon the prins 
ters in the publication of it.. Fhe labors of the 
printers and the danger of committing errors will 

be increased, and the publieation of the work 
must progress slowly, Owing fo these difficulties 
a compliance with the contract above mertioned, 
was declined by the printers after it had been ens 
tered into, ‘Fhe committee submit the communi. 
eation of the Secretary of State and the accom- 
panying document, as well as the statement of 
Frederick 8. Heiskell, for a more full deyelope- 
ment of the causes which have prevented the pub- 
lication and distribution of the work within the 
time contempiated by the agt of the 13th of Decem- 
ber, 1827. Your committee baye no hesitation in 
saying that the contract made with Heiskell and 
Brown is 2 most advantageous one for the State, 
and they are stijl willing to fulfill the contract on 
their part if the revisal is transcribed, They un- 
dertgke to print, bind and deliver the work for 
less than one dollar per volume, . The expense of 
haying the digest transcribed, when added to the. 
expense Gf printing, binding, &c. will still nat exe 
ceed one dollar a volume, agreeable to the best 
estimate they can make. The committee have 
consulted with two of the hest.clerks in this State 
asto the expense of making out the transcript, 
and estimating the aumber-of pages of both vol- 
umes to be one thausand of an octava volume 

which is more than the estimate made by Mj. 
Cobbs, the expense of transcrbing will not ex. 
ceed live hundred dollars. The committee haye 
also received the most positive asaurances that one 
of the persons engaged in compiling the digest, 
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svili attend and superintend the clerks in frans- 
cribing the work, if the Legislature authorize the 
transcript to be made, and will make no charge 
therefor, It is believed that the immediate publi- 
cation and distribution of the work is of great im- 
portance. 

The Justices of the Peace perform their services 
for nothing, and they, with other officers of the gov- 
ernment, are in many instances ignorant of theirdu- 
ty from a want of a knowledge of the Jaws, and the 
means of obtaining that knowledge. The expense 
incurred in publishing and distributing the work 
proposed, will be little more than half as much as 
is incurred in publishing and distributing the laws 
and journals of one session of the General Assem- 
bly, and every body, it is presumed, twill admit that 
itis af much more importance to have all the laws 
in force, digested, published, and distributed a- 
mong the people in well bound volumes that are 
capable of preservation, than to publish and dis- 
tribute the acts and journals of one session of the 
Legislature. a.

Received from the Governor the following mes- 
sage, by Daniel Graham, Esq. Secretary of State. 


Fellow Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives: 

Having been recently selected by the suffrages 
of the free people of Tennessee to discharge the 
duties of Chief Magistrate of the State, I should do 
injustice to the feelings with which Iam animated 
if I were to omit the expression of my profound 
gratitude for this renewed evidence of their con- 
fidence and good will. 

The communication made to you at the cam- 
mencement of the session by my predecessor in of- 
fice, presents to your consideration some subjects 
upon which it will be unnecessary for me to make 
any remarks. There are others, however, sọ in- 
timately connected with tbe best interests of thé 
state, that T conceive it to be my duty to offer the 
opinions which Ienfertain with regard to them. 

In eighteen hundred and twenty, a period when 
the country was greatly oppressed by pecuniary 
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ambarrassment, the General Assembly were con- 
yened under the delusive hope that the distresses 
of the people could ve removed by legislative en- 
aciments. With a view to the attainment of this 
abject a law was passed establishing the Bank of 
the State of Tennessee, and for the purpose of sus- 
taining its credit in public estimation, the redemp- 
tion of the notes which it was authorised to issue 
was secured by pledging the proceeds of the sales 
of unappropriated lands, and the ordinary revenue 
of the State not otherwise disposed of. 

It is not my purpose, at present, to offer any re- 
marks with regard to the unwise, unjust and ruin- 
ous policy of legislative interference between debt- 
or and creditor: @ policy which rarely, if ever, im- - 
proves the condition of the unfortunate debtor, and 
which always violates the fair and legitimate claims 
ie the confiding creditor, As, however, the ava. 

d causes which induced the jegislature to estab- 
lish the Bank of the State have happily passed 
away, a fit occagion seems to present itself, toin- 
quire whether a due regard to sound policy and to 
the best interests of the country does not require, 
that measures should be adopted to settle the af- 
fairs of the institufion by calling in the debts due 
to it, with ag little delay as passible, taking care 
not to injure or oppress those who are indebted te 
it, On this very interesting subject I am aware 
that some diversity of opinion exists. The senti- 
ments which I entertain shall be freely given; if 
they are erroneous, the proper corrective is with 
you, the Representatives of the people. [hold it 
to be a sound maxim, the correctness of which is 
sustained by long experience, that an agricultural 
people cannot afford by the small profits of their 
farms to pay the ordinary interest upon borrowed 
money. If this cannot be done with safety, the 
impropriety and bad consequences of borrowing 
from the State Bank mast be admitted, especially 
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if it shall appear that the legal interest in most in- 
stances is not half the charge to which its debtors 
are made hable. Those who apply to the Bank | 
or any of its agents to borrow money, can only 
procure a small amount; aod they are then, as well 
as at every renewal, charged for a blank note and 
a power of attorney. Mureover, the borrower and 
his two securities sustain an annual loss of twelve 
days’ labor in attendance on the Agents every 
three months to renew their notes. But they are. 
liable to a still greater expense than those which 
have been mentioned. On failure to comply with 
the demands ofthe Bank, the poser of atiorney 
authorises the President to confess judgment 
against the principal and bis securities thereby 
creating a charge for costs, which in some instan- 
Ges amounts to one fourth of the original sum bor- 
rowed. Since the adjournment of the last Gene- 
ral Assembly about three hundred judgments have 
been taken against debtors of the Bankat Nash- 
ville, and itis not unreasonable to presume that at 
least one hundred have been taken at Knoxville. 
From this statement it clearly appears that ihe 
Bank debtors pay in interest and other charges, 
from twelve to twenty-five per cent upon every 
doilar they borrow. But ifthe condition of oar 
country was so flourishing as even to authorise the 
payment of interest and the enormous charges to 
which Ihave referred, I maintain that it would be 
unwise policy for the state to employ its funds and 
revenue ja banking operations, especially when 
the money, asin the case of the Siate Bank, is 
placed in the hauds of no less than sixty-two 
agents many of whom, it is confidently believed, 
disregard the high trust reposed ia them, and em- 
pley it in advancing their own private interests. 
Oilers have already become insolvent and in some 
instances the State is Lkely to sustain heavy lyss- 
25. An acdiuonal consideration presents itself 
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with great weight in opposition to the Bank. Its 
annual expenditure, including that of the agencies, 
4s not Jess than fourteen thousand dollars, the in- 
terest of nearly one half of the whole: capital.— 
This sum isa heavy tax upon the industry of the 
people from whose labor itis drawn. To the evils 
which have already been named, may be added 
one of the highest consequence. The number in- 
debted to the Bank in all probability will continue 
to increase as iis fands become enlarged, and there 
is every reason to believe that the day is not dis- 
tant when your tables will be covered with peti- 
tions asking, 1f not for a relinquishment of the debt 
by the state, at least for a suspension of payment 
from year to year. 

The scenes which bave passed before you for 

~dhe Jast twenty years in relation te the French 
Broad and Holston debt, and more recently the pe- 
fifions for relief from the purchasers of Jand at the 
Hiwassee sales, furnish an interesting lesson to 
guide the statesman in bis deliberations on this im- 
portant subject. Indeed our experience furnishes 
but too much proof of the bad policy of the state's 
permitting its citizens to become its debtors, nor 
need any thing more be added to show the fotal 
insbility of a people engaged in the cultivation of 
the soil to pay even legal interest upon borrowed 
money. 

For the reasons which have been stated, and 
others that could be advanced, I propase for your 
deliberate consideration, the passing of a law, re- ` 
quiring that the debts due to the State Bank shali 
be paid in semi-annual instalments, giving spch 
ample time for the completion of the payments as 
will produce little, if any, inconvenience to the 
honest and industrious debtor. The state hag a 
Jarge sum of money in jeopardy. The longer you 
delay acting, tie greater will be your loss, and 
corresponding difficulties will be presented in 

i SENATE. | 
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` bringing the matter to any thing like a satisfactory 
termination, Should your views on this subject 
be in unison with those which I have presented, 
(or indeed in any event) I deem it proper further 
to suggest that you make it the duty of the Presi- 
Jent, or some other officer of the institution, imme- 
diately to visit the agencies, with power to inquire 
particularly into their condition; to obtain, if pos- 
sible, additional security upon all doubtful debts, 
and to report to the principal Bank such agents as 
may be engaged in speculating upon the public 
funds, or who have failed in any respect to com~ 
ply strictly with the laws or authority under which 
they act: or perhaps with a view of securing imme- 
diate information of the condition ofthe agencies, 
it would be better to pass a resolution directory 
to the agents to repair without delay to the princi- 
pal Banks with the notes under discount for: thé 
purpose of making complete settlements with the 
Casuiers. This could be done long before your. 
adjournment, and would enable you to detect those 
agents who had failed in their duty aod the mem- 
bers could judge of the solvency of the debtors of 
their respective counties. 

The peace and happiness of society depend so 
much on the means adopted for the prevention of 
crimes and the reformation of culprits, that ne 
subject is better entitled to your consideration 
than a revision of our criminal jurisprudence. It 
has occupied so much of my thoughts, and I have 
so frequently presented it to the attention of the 
General Assembly, that I can now offer but little 
which has not been heretofore communicated. Ex- 
' perience howeyer, serves butto convice me more 
thoroughly that the aversion of jurors to the exe- 
cution of our cruel and sanguinary criminal laws 
is so strong that the slightest mitigating circum- 
stance is in most cases sufficient to acquit the of- 
fender, But if verdict of guilty is rendered 
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Against him, a large portion of the community, lis- 
tening to the suggestions of virtuous sympathy 
rather than to the principles of justice, enlist in hia 
behalf, and few have firmness enough fo refuse 
their signatures to a petition tothe governor for a 
pardon, This would rarely be the case if the laws 
were mild, and punishment inflicted upon a scale 
commensurate with the magnitude of ecrimes.— 
“Clemency,” says an able writer on criminal law, 
“helongs to the legislator and not to the executor 
ofthe laws. To show mankind that crimes may 
‘be pardoned, or that-punishment is not the inevi- 
table consequence, is to nourish the flattering hope 
of impunity.” Let then the executor of the law 
jn most cases be inexorable, but Jet the legislator 
be tender, indulgent and humane. As the best 
means of securing these invaluable objects, the 
Penitentiary system is sustatued by the concurring 
testimony of the states where a fair opportunity 
has been afforded of trying it on the recent and 
most approved plan of solitary confinement at 
night, and a prohibition of all intercourse between 
the criminals throughout the day. A further proof 
will be found in favor of the support of the system, 
in the fact that no sfate in the Union where it has 
been put in operation bas ever abandoned it for any 
other mode of punishment. ‘This evidence 18 en- 
titled to great weight when we consider the nu- 
merous defects in the construction of the peniten- 
tiaries that were first erected in the country. A 
number of persons were crowded into the same 
room where the young and the pliant offender, lig» 
tening to the recital of crimes by the old and har- 
dened culprit, left his imprisonment, if not incu- 
rably depraved, af least with a disposition quite un- 
fitted for honest and industrious pursuits Expe- 
tience, hawever, has brought about many valuble 
improvements eminently calculated tasoffen and 
reform the most obdurate heart. The criminal 
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confined within the naked walls of his solitary celf 
at night, cut off from all communication with every 
human being, will direct his thoughts to his pres- 
ent condition and past conduct, and sooner orla- 
ter will discover the evils of an ill spent life; and 
the inevitable consequence in most instances will 
be amendment. 

fo earnestly recommending to your consjdera- 
tion the propriety of erecting a penitentiary, I res- 
pectfully request that your attentian may be given 
to a communication made by me tothe General 
Assembly at the session of 1826, which contains 
a condensed statement of the condition of six pen- 
itentiaries, from which it is believed you can pro- 
cure some valuaple information to aid your delib- 
erations on this interesting subject. It may also 
be added that the Connecticut state prison, as well 
as some others in New England, is now ina very 
flourishing way. The labor of the criminals not 
only defrays all expenses, but affords a considera- 
ble profit, and it is stated that the moral condition 
of the convicts is far more favorable than was an» 
ticipated by the most ardent friends of the system. 

The experience of all commercial countries for 
a long series of time furnishes abundant testimony 
that the circulating medium of exchange should 
have some fixed standard of value. Still it is main- 
tained by those who are engaged in loaning mon- 
ey at usurious interest, that there is no more mor- 
al impropriety in it than there isin selling any 
other description of property for what it will bring, 
This argument I cenceive will not bear the test of 
examination. Gold and silver, by the universal 
consent of the civilized world, have become the 
medium of exchange at a yalue ascertained and 
fixed by law. At this value, all are obliged to 
take it in discharge of contracts, and in a greater 
or less proportion itis essential to the wants of eve 
ery individualin the eommunity. This preference 
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}s not allowed to any other description of proper- 
ty, the value of which is coutinyally fluctuating ac- 
cording to the demand there may be for if. 

F An evil of great magnitude which results fram 
king usurous interest is, that it diverts money 
from being expended in objects calculated to ad- 
vance the prosperity of the country. The capital- 
ist hp ean loan -his money at a high rate of inter- 
est haying nothing to fear from the enforcement 
of legal penalties, is sure to do so in preference to 
risking it in laudable enterprise:—and it is a mat- 
ter of deep regret that those who are engaged in 
the gainful but disreputable business of shaving soon 
lose all the noble and disinterested feelings of our 
nature and take a secret pleasure in the misfor- 
dunes of their fellow beings—such is the frailty of 
human nature that this is not to be wondered at, 
as the distregses of the community minister to the 
pomir of the money dealer. The shaver may 

oard up wealth, but his country derives no bene- 
fit from it, as it is acquired by the ruin of all those 
whose necessities oblige. them to borrow from 


him. If ysurioys interest is prohibited by the -- 


laws of the country, money will be usefully em- 
ployed in the noble pursuit of agriculture; in the _ 
establishment of useful manufactures; in opening 
roads and canals, and in such other business as 
wil adyance the prosperity of our beloved coun- 
try, With the view of aiding us in the attainment 
of these valuable ends, I respectfully propose the 
xepeal of the law of eighteen hundred and nineteen, 
and the re-enactment of that of seventen hundred 
and forty-one, with such amendments as experi« 
ence may suggest, 

In many parts of our country the great work of 
interns] improvement is advancing with astonish- 
ing rapidity. The New York Canalis in success» 
ful operation, conveying the praducts of a vast 
region of fertile country fo @ ready and certain 
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market, and the Pennsylvania Canal, four hundred 
miles long, furnishing an inland water conyeyance 
to that great state, is nearly finished. The Bafti- 
more rail road, the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, 
the canal uniting the water of Lake Erie with that 
of the river Ohio, and numerous other improve- 
ments of Jess magnitude hut of grest value to the 
internal trade of the country are in a state of 
vigorous progression, and will in a few years be 
éntirely completed, With these bright examples 
before us, does if become Tennessee to þe, 
idle? Our rivers afford numerous outlets to 
market, and when it is considered that the sum 
required for the removal of all obstructions ta 
navigation in the principal ones, would soon be 
repaid by savings in transportation; it is reasonable 
to hope that a measure having in view that object, 
would at no distant day meet with undived sup- 
port. Butas our means may not justify the im- 
mediate commencement of such an undertaking, 
1 would respectfully recommend the employment 
of some skillful engineer to explore our largest 
rivers, with a view of ascertaining, with all 
reasonable certainty, the amount of probable ex- 
pense which would be incurred at each point of 
operation. I would also suggest the propriety of 
incorporating companies for the construction of 
turnpike roads and bridges under such restrictions, 
and extending to them such rights, as are approv- 
ed by the wiedom and experience of those sfates 
where similar companies haye long existed. It is 
scarcely necessary to remark that our reads in the 
winter season are almost impassable, and yet we 
haye stone in greater abundance and more con- 
venient for the construction of roads, than any 
ether state in the Union. If a commencement 
were once made, so as to afford our citizens an 
e@pportunity of perceiving the value of such im- 
provements, all opposition to them would ungues- 
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tianably cease. The farmer would discéver that 
he could bring double the quantity of produce te 
market over a good road, that he naw can over abad 
one, and in half the time without injury to his horses 
or wagon, and that the payment of toll, undersuch 
circumstances, would be indecd great economy 
An improvement in the condition of our roads is 


so well calculated to promote agriculture, facili- 


fate commerce, and advsnce the growing pros» 
perity of aur state, that I have peculiar pleasure in 
recaminending the measure now proposed to your 
deliberate consideration. 
The purchasers of land at the Hiwassee ‘sales, 
owe the state a considerable amount, which it ig 
believed they are wholly unableto pay at this time; 
and you will doubtless be called upon to extend 
rehef to them at the present session. Owing to 
peculiar circomstancea ut the time of these sales, 
the people were induced to purchase at a price 
above the real valoe of the land. The country 
was then inundated by a depreciated paper cur- 
rency, which could be procured with great facili- 
iy, and most of which, contrary to their expecta- 
tions, shortly after the sales, was withdrawn from 
- gircalation by a resumption of specie payments on 
the part of ourbanke. A consequence of this was, 
that money became scarce, and payments have 
Bince been made with great difficulty. With a 
view of avoiding the evils which may result from 
future legislation on this subject, it would seem te 
be wise policy to remit a portion of the debt now 
gue upon the express candition that the balance 
shail be punctually paid by stipulated instalments. 
Akin to this matter is the debt due by the citizens 
residing south of French Broad and Holstan to the 
colleges and academies. These people settled the 
sountry under peculiar disadvantages,. They suf- 
fered much by Indian wars and have already paid 
a considerable sum for the lands they occupy. I 
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would therefore propose, if justice can be done in 
any other way to the colleges and guademies, the 
passing of a law releasing them from the payment 
of a debt which bas been the source of sa much 
perplexity fo the state for the last twenty years, 

At the session of 1825 a law was passed author- 
ising the Governor to furnish uniform volunteer 
companies with arms on the officers’ giving bong 
` and security for their return in good condition 
when they might be required 10 do so by the state, . 
In compliance with this law, arms have heen de- 
livered toa number of companies, and I regret to 
gay that in seyeral instances so little care has been 
taken of them that some are entirely lest, and 
others are in a very bad condition, To remedy 
this evil I deem it necessary that the law should be 
repealed, orso modified asto guard against future 
injury: that officers who bave lost or injured any 
part of their arms should be required to return 
those borrowed from the state; and that authority 
be vested in some one to bring suit against delin- 
quents unless payment be made for loss and dam- 
ages, We have almost five thousand stand of 
arms, and it js better for any future emergency that 
they should be kept safe and in good condition in 
the armory than to have them scattered over the 
state in the hands of those by whom they may be 
Fost and jnjured. 

itis our peculiar good fortune to canstifute one 
among a multitude of free and prosperous states, 
enjoying the benefits of distinct superintendence 
over the domestic concerns of each, and yet united 
under one common head, whose protection is es- 
sential ta our commsn safety, and to whom have 
been wisely confided the management and aver- 
sight of our foreign relations. While therefore I 
congratulate you and the people of Tennessee on 
the prosperity which soeminently blesses our citi» 
zens at. home, lam naturally drawn to an expres- 
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sion of gratitude to the Author of all our enjoy- 
ments, for the continued and growing welfare of 
our sister republics, and for the success which ste 
fends the administration of our national govern 
ment, The integrity and patriotism with which 
the affairs of the latter are now conducted, are 
calculated to preserve and strengthen our: confi- 
dence inthe stability and value of our federal un- 
ion, to aid our self-reliance in the performance of 
the duties which devolve upon us, and to assure. 
as of the perpetuity ofthe general prosperity of our:

Mr. Webster called up a resolution laid upon 
the table by him on Monday last, appointing a se» 
lect committee to take into consideration tbat part 
of the Governor’s message relating to the Branch 
Bank of the United States and submitted the fol- 
lowing in lieu thereof: 

The General assembly of the State of Tennessee 
have taken into consideration the propriety of ree 
chartering the Bank of the United States; and als 
thongh at the first view, it might seem premature 
to express an opinion on this important subject, 
but when it [is] considered that Congress may at 
its next session prolong its charter to any period 
whatever, it cannot be deemed improper in this 
General Assembly to declare the sentiments enter- 
tained in relation to this institution. 

This General Assembly deem it unnecessary at 
this time, to give an opinion as to the constitution- 
al power of the General Government to establish 
a Bank with power to locate branches in the sey- 
eral states, the capital of which, mostly owned by 
individuals both of Europe and America, as is un» 
questionably the case with this institution. 

Without alluding to the past in any way what- 
aver, it is most easy to foresee the dangerous effects 
which the monied aristocracies of our country, 
blended as they now are with foreign interest and 
controlled by a few individuals, might have upon 
allour future and most important elections. In 
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wer they might ‘withhold their aid from the gove 
ernment and thereby paralise the efforts of.our 
country, to the final overthrow of the Constitution 
and liberties of the people. In Nashville there is 
a branch of this bank, and but little it any stock 
owned by the citizens of this State. Therefore 
the whole profits, amounting annually to at alatm- 
ing sum, is drained from the good people of this 
State, and divided among stockholders of other 
countries, sonje of whom are Europeans,

Franklin, these being the only counties of West 
Tennesseen which I could find any school lands. 
The reports of the two first named agents are 
herewith enclosed, from which you will see the 
situation of the school tracts in Lincoln and Bed- 
ford, but so detailed report fas yet been received 
from the agent of Franklin. From him, however, 
I have received a verbal statement some time 
ago, that he had collectsd S600 in cash, which he 
paid over to me, and [thik it probable that within 
< few days I shall receive a written report from 
lim. Sinee the removal of the injunction against 
maki»g sales, under the act of 1825, it has not 
been thought advisable toincur the expense of 
preparing the tracts for sale, as the Legislature 
which has now convened, might be the better able 
fotake such further st-ps, touching the matter as 
the present situation of things might require,

including the Treasurer’s compensations, amount 
to $6,216 83, leaving a balance of $8,648 66, un- 
appropriated, for which sum he has produced the 
receipt of the Treasurer of West Tennessee. 

The statement marked B.cexhibits the state of 
the Treasury in Bast Tennessee, for the years 15- 
27 and 1828, from which it appears that the re- 
ceipts into the treasury after deducting commis- 
pions for collecting, amount to $40,342 53, and 
that the disbursements including Treasurers com- 
pensation, amount to $29,720 79, leaving a bal- 
ance of $10,621 74 unappropriated, for which he 
has produced the receipt of the: Treasurer of 
West Tennessee, It will also appear by reference 
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to said statement marked B. that there remains 
uncollected a balance of $919 01 upon judgments 
rendered against officers for revenue, due for the 
year 1827, and previous to that time. And that 
there remains uncollected a balance of $2799 40 
upon judgments rendered against officers for rev- 
enue, due for the year 1828, making $3716 41, 
which will constitute a charge against the Treasu- 
rer in the next settlement of bis accounts. 

The Statement marked G. exhibits the state ofthe 
Treasury in West Tennessee, for the years 1527 
and 1828, from whichit appears that the receipts 
into the Treasury for the ordinary revenue after 
deducting commissions for collecting, amount to 
$102,204 86, also $8,157 24 for balance of uncol- 
lected revenue at the last settlement, $8,648 66, 
from the Treasurer of the Western Department, 
and $10,621 T4 from the Treasurer of East Ten- 
nessee, as appears from the statements hereto an- 
nexed: alsa $170D UD of depreciated bank notes 
converted into par funds since the last report, and 
the further sum of $36,641 28, a balance of reve- 
nue unappropriated and in the hands of the treas- 
urer atthe last settlement, making the total sum of 
$167,373 74; and that the disbursements by the 
treasurer of West Tennessee, including his com- 
pensation, amount to $109,906 38; leaving a bal- 
ance of $37,467 40 revenue inthe hands of the 
treasurer unappropriated. 

It will also appear by reference to statement 
marked C. that there remains uncollected a bal- 
ance of $3629 88, upon judgments rendered against 
officers for revenue due for the year 1827, and a 
balance of $1054 70 for the year 1838, making 
$4684 58, which will constitute a chargé against 
the treasurer of West Tennessee in the next settle- 
ment, 

At the last settlement, the committee on Finance 
reported $3154 00 depreciated bank notes in the 
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hands of the treasurer of West Tennessee; and by 
‘a resolution of the General Atsembly, adopted the 
ist December, 1827, he was instructed to convert 
the same into par or available funds. 

In obedience to the resolution above referred to, 
the treasurer loaned to individuals $1500 in notes 
on the Bank of Kentucky, and received their notes 
for the same, payable in par funds. He has em- 
ployed counsel to commence suit ar otherwise pro- 
cure the payment of $154 on the Fayetteville Bank, 
and the balance, being $1700, he has converted 
into par funds; and itis included in the balance of 
unappropriated revenue. 

Your committee further report a bslance of 
$3575 16 due from officers in default to the treas- 
ury of West Tennessee for revenue previous to 
the year 1827, most of which, or all; may be con- 
sidered doubtful, or the officers themselves insol- 
yent, 

‘The statement marked D. exhibits the aggregate 
amount of the receipts and disbursements of rev- 
enue by the different treasurers of the State for the 
years 1827 and 1828, and shows the balance of 
revenue wasppropriated. 

four committee further report that the treasu- 
ver of East ‘Rennessee prodaced the receipt of the 
cashier of the Branch Bank of the State at Knox- 
ville for $2288 77, collected for the use and ben- 
efit of Academies; and said treasurer also report- 
ed $441 OF by him collected for the use of Golle- 
ves, for which he has produced satisfactory vouch- 
ers, showing that said moneys were paid out and 

appropriated agreeably to law. : 

' The treasurer of East Tennessee also reported 
$1100 94 received on account of leases and rents 
for school lands, and that he has paid to his agents 
for superintending the same, the sum of $438 34, 
ieaving a balance, after deducting commissions, of 
$629 58, for which he hag produced the receipt of 
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the cashier of the Branch Bank of the State at 
Knoxville. | 

The treasurer of East Tennessee further report- 
ed $15,342 G0 received from purchasers of the Hi. 
wassee lands, sold under an act of 1820, for which 
sum he produced the receipt of the cashier of the 
Branch Bank of the State of Tennessee at Knox- 
yille. 

Your committee further report,. that by an act 
passed 12th day of December, 1827, the dividend 
upon the stock held by the State, in the Bank of 
the State at Knoxville, was set apart for the sup- 
port of common schools; but it appears from the 
ireasurer’s accounts that the same, amounting to 
$2400, was paid over to him and 1s charged in his 
accounts, As the law which appropriates it for 
the benefit of schools is silent as ta a distribution 
or active employment of the fund, the committee 
have embraced it in the statement of the revenue, 
subject however to further disposition by the legis- 
` lature. : 

The Hiwassee claims have been heretofore paid 
out of the revenue, and as the money arising from 
the sale of those lands constitutes the largest fund 
held by the State, the commitiee suggest the pra- 
‘priety of making some provision by law to satisfy 
all such claims from the same source, and that the 
treasurer keep a separate and distinct accaunt for 
that purpose. | 

Your committee beg leave further to report, 
that upon examination of the law directing the 
monies owing for Hjwassee lands to be paid ta the 
treasurer, there is no check to afford immediate 
and correct information as to the amount which 
may bave been received; and although a minute 
examination of the accounts inall the departments 
shows a diligent and faithful discharge of the du-

exist before the measure should be finally adopted, 
I cannot risk those great interests of my constitu- 
ents to chance and uncertainty; F cannot appoint 
deputies to do those things which my constituents 
require at my own hands—and the appointment 
of commissioners-to select the seite placea the 
power in the hands of persons who are not respon- 
sible to the members of the Legislature, nor to the 
people, and who may, (by possibility,) be opera- 
fed upon by REASON’s INTERESTS OF PARTY INFLD~ 
rXcE, to locate it by bargain or management, at 2 
place which may be highly injurious to the best 
interest of the state; and furthermore, in the ap- 
pointnent of the commissioners to locate it, there 
may be bargains and arrangements which may des- 
iroy many measures of policy, which ought to be 
adopted for the benefit of the state, and set up 
others which may be extremely prejudicial to its 
best interest. Again, if it is judiciously located, 
it will be, in all human probability, a revenue te 
the state, if imprudently located, it will require 
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an annual tax of a considerable amount upon the 
people tosustain it, and prove to be a curse instead 
of a blessing. As all rational presumptions ought 
to be ia favor of good faith and fair dealing in eve- 
Ty legislative transaction, 1 may entertain fears 
without a cause upon this occasion, yet, as charges 
of an opposite character have not only been made, 
but in public opinion, from appearances, seems to 
haye been sustained against the highest charac- 
ters in the United States; who were contending | 
for the first offices in the gift of afree people, why 
may I not expect that some interest, some man- 
agement, or some party question may have its in» 
fluence in locating the penitentiary at some point 
inconsistent with the interest [of the] great body 
of the people? Another reason is, that to obtain 
any end by ind'<ect legislation, ər to adopt means 
to produce resuh: circuntously, which ought to be 
done directly, by a manly, open and independent 
mode of legislation, is a method my constituents 
are not willing Ishould pursue in representing 
them, and I cannot consent to do so, 

Although my own opinion has always been in 
favor ofa penitentiary system, and I believe a ma- 
jority of the people whom I have the honor to rep- 
Tesent, are equally well disposed towarda it, yet, 
they wish this subject, as well as its location, done 
ina direct and prompt manner, without throwing 
it upon persons who are wholly irresponsible to 
them. And I cannot place interests of so much - 
importance to my constituents in irresponsible 
hands. ` 

It is not to be understood from any of the fore- 
going reasons, that I intend directly, or by the 
most distant insinuatien, to implicate any honora- 
ble member in a participation of any improper co- 
alition, but as every thing is uncertain in this un- 
certain world, I conceive it my duty fo watch and 
guard against all possible chances of mischief.

But instead of ending 
there, ant restoring tranquili.y to the neighhor- 
host, and releasing the ee of witnesses, who 
have been drawn from the cultivation of their 
farms, or from the pursuit of their ordinary emplay- 
ments, an appeal is taken to the creuit court, 
there additional fees must be given to the lawyers,

parties are again compelled to give additional fees 
to lawyers, clerks and sheriffs—At length the’ 
cause is tried before the fifth tribonal. An appeal 
1s again taken to the supreme court. from the de. 
eree of the chancellor, where it is tried a sixth 
time, with additional fees to clerks and other oft- : 
eers, Thus it may be seen that the plaintiff in ` 
many instances, may, in the pursuit of a, just de.’ 
mand, expend his last dollar jn pursuing his cause 
to its final termination. Andeeven here (of ac: 
count of some defect or.technical objection to the 
record) he may be thrown ont of court and com- 
pelled necessurily to undergo all the expenses and 
vexations of a similar scene of litigation. In many 
cases the parties are left bankrupt and irretrievably 
ruined, their whole substance exhausted in fatten- 
ing the vibeers of the Jaw, and their families re- 
duvsed to penury and want. Will the Legislsture 
of Tennessee look with a calm and indifferent eye 
upon a sytem, fraught “with such dangerous and 
cestructive consequences to the best interest of her 
citizens? Or will they not rather prone and cut 
off the anseund and pernicious parts from the ju- 
rispraden-e of our state, and endeavor to infuse 
new health and vigor into the remainder? 

Your committee will now proceed to the exam- 
ination of the second proposition. But few of the 
justices.of the county court are well skilled in the 
law- In some of the ulder counties, there are 
{to be sure) some vf this class, who can be select- 
ed of suffi cient talents and legal information to ad- 
minister the laws in the county courts with satis- 
faction, and withoat complaint, Bupif they were 


unerring sy rightin all eases, the parties litigant have 
‘aright to appeal, either, wiih or without just 
cause, if they thirk proper. And then all the 
same facts are agam to Undergo investigation —- 
One jury trial, when fairly had should Cetermine 
the controversy, as to matters of fact Much the ° 
larger nuoiher of counties have not their courts 
filled with justices of competent law knowledge, 
and tho’? they may be honest, yet they ure often 
without education or leg i information, and some 
have not the capacity to understand the laws saffi- 
ciently well to administer them correctly; they ure 
frequently misled by attornies, who in their zeal 
for their clients, frequently bewilder, rather than 
enlighten them; hence it is that right is often per- 
verted when encountered by intrigue,.-manage- 
ment and sophistry. A great wistortune af Jate 
sears, is, that the most enlightened, and best qual- 
ified of our citizens, are not oftener appointed jus- 
tives of the peace; instead of qualifications aud 
talents, which should in all cases revommend an 
individual to preferment, the first enquiry is who 
he will sapport for sherif. The constitution of 
onr state entrusts the appointment ot justices of the 
peace, to the General Assembly; hut custam seems 
to have taken the power from that body, and pla- 
cedit in the hands of the different militia compa. 
nies, whose sole object in the selection of a magis- 
rate, is to promote the views of some favorite 
Partizan to the office of sheriff, and it is obvious, 
thatthe more this practice prevails, the more incom- 
petent will ve the county courts. 

In regard to the circuit court, much time is on- 
neessarily consumed in argument, and the court 
i many instances, grant too much indulgence in 
this particular-—when promptitude and despatch of 
public business imperiously require that arguments 
Should be cartailed. Some states in the Onion, 
have passed Jaws limiting the number of cupnsel 
Who shall address the jury.

Which is three thousand eight hundred dollars 
less than the expences incurred by jurors, con- 
stables and solicitors, for the county courts. And 
if weadd.the number of appeals taken from the 
county to|the circuit courts, where the trial in the 
first of said courts has been worse than useless, as 
the expense and time was thiewn away, it will be 
sten that vast sums of money are yearly expended 
fo the great impoverishment of suitors, = = ` 

A suit cannot be tried in the county ccurt, and 
an appeal taken with the cost of transcript, for less 
than ten dollars, in a plain action for debt. In 
other actions, where witnesses are summoned, and 
in attendance, the cost is seldom Jess than twenty 
dollars, and from that sum to many handreds, to 
average each case, then including the twelve and 
ahalf per cent in eases of debt. The committee 
are of opinion, that twenty five dollars is a reason- 
able sum, 

_ In many of the larger and more populous coun- 
ties, there are more than one hundred appeals from 
the county to the cireuit courts, annually. Ia the 
smaller counties, perhaps net more than twenty 
appeals are taken during the year, which would 
amount to five ateach term. To bring ihe calea- 
lation within the most reasonable limits, thirty ap- 
pesls are assumed af a safe data of the averaze 
amount—whieh multiplied by twenty five dollars, 
CC Senate 
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the average cost, amounts to seven hundred ang 
lifty dollars, which amount multiplied by sixty 
two, the number of counties, amounts to forty six 
thousand, five hundred dollars. 

From this, itis clearly seen, that if there had 
been imt one court, in which a jury trial conld 
have been had, the enormous sum of forty six 
ihousand and five hundred dollars would have 
been saved yearly, to the suitors in this state. 
Which amount, when added to the expense incur. 
red, from jurors and constables, the ex-officio tees 
of solicitors in the county courts, will amount to 
one hundred and five thousand one hundred and 
fifty dollars. By this calculation, it is manifest 
and clear, that 1f there were neither appeals nor 
juries in the county courts, it would lessen the ex- 
penses and taxes upon the good people of this 
state the amount of one hundred and five thousand 
one hundred and fifty dollars, annually, 

By adopting the principle of taking the jury 
from the county courts, nnless upon making up the 
issue on any case, either party should be desirous 
of having a jury trial, he or they should be enti- 
tled thereto, by endorsing upon the docket, “let g 
jury come,” and refer the issue to the country; then 
at the trial, a jury of bye-standers could be sum- 
moned, which ouxzht to be at the expense of the 
party requiring their services; with these limita- 
tions, all the expenses and costs before mentioned, 
would be saved to the country. 

if, however, it is believed, that in some sections 
of the state, the partiality for the county court sys- 
tem is so great, thatit would create dissatisfaction 
in taking the jury entirely away, except a jury of 
bye-standers, as before mentioned; still, a great 
and valuable end would he attained by leaving 
them the traverse jury, only to try such civil cases 
as are assigned them, and abolish the grand jury 
in that court. A sufficient sum would be saved 
to defray all the expenses of government, except 
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that incurred by the setting of the General Assera- 


bly. : 

There are thirteen grand jurors, and the eon- 
stahle who attends them, at one dollar each per 
day, is fourteen dollars; which sum multiplied by 
thirty two, the number of juridical days in the 

ear, amount to four hundred and forty eight dol- 
ars, to whieh, add fifty dollars for ex officio solici- 
tor’s fees, which sum multiplied by sixty two, the 
nomber of counties in the state, amounts to thirty 
thousand, eight hundred and seventy six dollars; 
from which, dedact twenty four thousand nine 
hundred and fifty dollars, the expense of govern. 
ment uside from the setting of the Legislature, 
and there is a balance of fiye thousand, nine hun- 
dred and twenty six dollars, 

A vonsiderable tax is collected from the people 
asa jury tax, which operates oppressively upon 
many who need net the aid of a jury or the law in 
any way; and it is ofien the honest and in tustrious, 
who pay this tax to support the litigious part ef the 
community. 

As the hill from the House of Representatives 
contemplates a great redaction in the expenses of 
the present system, your committee beg leave to 
recommend it to the favorable consideration of the 
Legislature, with some slight amendments —Al] 
of which is respectfully submitted.

The general assembly of the state of Tennes. 
see, view with deep concern the powers and oper- 
ations ofthe bank of the United States; the pow- 
ers conferred by the charter upon the corporatior, 
are subject te no efficient cheek or control on the 
part of the General Goverument; they may be 
ever so grossly abused, yet Congress can apyily no 
remedy. The bank has deposited in her vaults 
the entire revenue of the United States, and is 
banking toa great extent upon the public money, 
profiting millions annually by the use ofthe meney 
and credit of the nation; which profit shocld be 
reserved to the government itself, in alleviation of 
the taxes upon the people. ‘To accomplish this 
there should be established 3 national bank, votin- 
consistent with state rights, in which the treasure 
of the nation should be deposited. The bank of 
the United States has partly already, and, shortly 
must destroy all the state hanks, draw into ber 
vaults, have subject to her control, the whole capi- 
tal of the county, from which the country could 
hope to be supplied with a loan when embarrassed. 
In times of great pecumary pressure upon the 
treasury, the corporation could, with convenience; 
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dictate to the executive as terms upon which 
money would be advanced to the government—the 
individuals who sheuld be nominated for appoint- 
meats—w hich dictation coold uot be resisted, be- 
cause the government could not exist withuut ma- 
ney, not to be had from any other source. By tis 
means the foundations upon which our institutions 
rest, woald be sapped, and the country governed 
by 2 momed aristocracy, constitoted of a tew indi- 
viduals, partly aliens. In reference to state gov- 
eraments, the powers conferred- upon the corpor- 
ation of the bank of the United States by the pres- 
ent charter, are grossly dangerous upon principle, 
Branches are located in the states at pleasure, and 
ae wholly irresponsible to the people in their 
sovereign capacity, for the most Hagrant abuses, 
That irresponsible power is inconsistent with lib- 
ety, we hold to be a political maxim withoot an 
(<ception; the proposition springs directly from the 
ature of man, and is independent of circen:stan- 
ces; 0n this principle our political palladium rests; 
all powers are delegated from the people, and by 
them to be controled, because they are interested 
their just and proper exercise, 

By the charter the bank may own property 
teal and personal, (other than money,) to the 
value of twenty millions of dollars. This im- 
mense amount of property she is fast accunsulst- 
Ix, She may throw inte circolation a great sum

atthe most ruinous sacrifices. ‘There will be no 
capital in the hands of others to interpose between 
the bank and the debtors The corporation may 

tess her debturs generally for payment, cause the 
atter to coerce thei debts frou the great mass of 
ike community, and grant indulgence upon the

‘The branch 
tank located at Nashville, employs a capital of 
largely upwards of two millions of dollars, upon 
which it makes six per cent per annum interest, 
ster deducting all charges for conducting the 
business. The agricultural capital of Tennessee, 
docs not produce three per cent profit per annum 
upon the whole capital employed; yet, the cultiva- 
torg of the soil, with triflingexcept ns, pay thereve- 
nue for the support of the government; whereas, 
the banking capital, more than twice as praduc- 
tive, pays no part of our taxes, And what adds to 
the mistortune af our condition, the capital em- 
played amongst us, is fictitious paper money, cre- 
sted by those who profit by its ase, deceptively 
importing to be circulated spon the credit of the 
United States; whereas, its payment is only guar- 
antied by a few individuals residing in Europe and 
the atlantic states, from whom, were the hank to 
refuse payment, it would be folly to aiterapt the 
enforcement of it by u great majority of the note 
lulders, ‘Neither the bank or the stockholders, 
gs individuals, contribute to the promotien of edo 
ection, religion or morality; neither do they aid 
ile peer and anfortunate in distress, the duty of 
ficvich, By high profits, unencumbered with 
charges, the bank of the United States is heaping 
into a mass, and withdrawing from the purposes 
farriculmre and manufactores, the great portion 
of the efficient capital of the Union; regolating ex- 
change with fdreign countries, and fixing the value 
af money as may best suit her interest, and build- 
ing up a manied aristocracy, wholly inconsistent 
With opr republican instilntions;

Message from the House of Representatives, by 
Mr. Campnell, their clerk. 

A report from the joint select committee on 
banks, which report is as follows: 


REPORE 


Of the joint Committee on Banks to the Generat 
-Issembly of the State of Tennessee, Jan. dip 
1830. 


Av the commencement of the session of the 
General Assembly, a joint select committre of 
both houses was appointed to examine into the sit- 

uation of the Bank of the State of Tennessee, 
and also to enquire into the condition of the Agen- 
eies in the respective counties in this State. ‘The 
Commitice, to whom was referred the aloye sub- 
jects, have had the same under consideration and 
Deg leave to report;—That at an early period of 
the session, various calls were made by the com- 
mittee upon the Bank officers for information, 
whieh information was sparingly given and could 
oniy be obtained from the Cashier, in detached 
paris. and when these parts were examined and 
compared, with what should be the whole state- 
ment of said Bank, it was believed by the com- 
mittee that there was 2 considerable defaleation, 
between the moneys actually paid into said Bank, 
and the profits arising thereon, and the reports 
made by the Cashier. Upon this, suspicion being 
entertained. the President, Direetors and Cashier 
were pressed by the committee for a more specific 
statement; this was not or could not he given; and 
the Cashier finding that a discovery was inevyila- 
ble, and knowing that he had permitted some of 
his friends to overcheck largely, and others to 
cheek, who had no deposiisin Bank, to a consid- 
erable amount, came to the eriminal resolution of 
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taking all the books out of the Bank, which fur- 
nished any evidence of his malversation in office, 
for the reprehensible purpose of concealing the 
names of his friends who had been thus benefited 
by such violation of duty, Accordingly, on the 
night of the third instant, he took the said books 
out of the bank and had them secretly conveyed 
away. The President and Directors of the insti- 
tution, nor the committee on Banks having any 
knowledge thereof, 

The Directory of the Bank immediately remo- 
yed the Cashier from office, the Clerk resigned 
his situation, and theré being neither Clerk nor 
Cashier, it produced the inevitable necessity of 
closing the doors of the Bank for a short time, 
and suspending its operations until it could-be ex- 
amined and organized. While it remained in this 
situation, the Committee having been clothed with 
the necessary puwers by the General Assembly 
for that purpose, had the Cashier and Clerk ar- 
rested, taken into custady and brought before. 
them and examined upon interrogatives. They 
were examined separate and apart from each 
other, during which time all intercourse between 
them was prohibited. It appeared from the exa- 
mination of the Cashier upon oath, that he had 
permitted his friends to overcheck from time to 
time, to the amount of seventy or eighty thousand 
dollars: he furthermore stated that the persons 
who had thus heen permitted by him to overcheck, 
were good forthe amount with the exception of 
about seven or eiglit thousand dollars, whieh was 
doubiful, though the payment of this sum had 
heen assumed by 2 solyent individual, but by no 
other than an honorable obligation. He further 
morte stated, that, on his own account he owed 
the bank nothing. and this last statement was cor- 
roborated by the Clerk; who deposed, that, at the 
last settlement of the Cashiers” ageount for his 
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salary, about fivemonths since, the balance ou 
selilement was found to be in his favor—as to his 
individual aceount, he knew nothing. The Cash- 
ierrefused to give ap the names of the persons 
who had overchecked, to-diselose where the books 
were. or to surrender them: avowing a determin- 
ation to go to jail, or to suffer any punishment 
which might beinfiieted upon him, rather than 
makea full, true, and unqualified disclosure of 
the trensaction. From the examination of the 
Cierk, it appeared. that the following books, were 
taken out by the Cashier, to wit: the Blotter, Day 
Book, General Account Ledger, Individual De- 
posit Ledger, Register of Notes or Bills payable 
issued, Register of Notes discounted or Bills ‘re- 
ecivable, and Credit Book. 

These hooks were indispensable, not only to the 
present, but future operations of the Bank.— 
Their destruction would have greatly deranged, 
if not totally prostrated the institution, conse- 
quently, to obtain possession of then: was of vital 
importance to the State; without them. all was 
disorder in the most important operations of the 
Government. Fearing that the books might be 
in the possession of these who had a deep interest 
in their destruction, and apprehending, that, 
should rigorous measures be adopted with the de- 
linquent officer to coerce the immediate produc- 
tion of the books, they would be destroyed; the 
Committee believed it sound policy to suspend 
for a time, the measures they contemplated 
adopting against the Cashier for his contumacy; 
having little doubt. but that he wanld restore the 
books to the State and aceount for that delinquen- 
ey. ‘The result has demonstrated the propriety 
of the course pursued by the Committee. The 
books are now in the possession of the Siate, and 
subject to the examination of the present Cashier 
of the Bank, and of a Committce of the Genera 
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Assembly, specially delegated to examine them 
and report thereon. A different:-polisy might 
have coerced the production of the books, but the 
Committee employed only one of the means in: 
their power, that of directing them to be placed, 
from whence they were taken, and shonld that 
direction nut have been complied with, the au. 
thority vested in ihe committee would have been. 
promptly exercised in effecting the objects of the 
General Assembly in the production of the pub- 
lic. records. In aeecordance with these views. 
the following resolution was adopted; to wit: 

Resolved, ‘That James Campbell of the Senate 
and Epraim H. Foster of the Louse of Repre- 
sentatives, be appointed a sub-committee, on be- 
half‘of this committee, together with the present 
Cashier of the Bank, -to receive the books, pa- 
pers, &e. of said Bank, in the hands of the late 
Cashier, and deposit them in the Bank, subject 
to the inspection of said committee, and the pres- 
ent. and Iate Cashier, and that they report, if 
practicable, to this committee, the state of said 
Bank, connected with said books, but, in said re- 
port, private accounts and individual names shall 
not be exposed, and that said committee shall al- 
low the late Cashier and such other persons as he 
may wish, (and said committee shall not disap- 
prove) to assistsaid Cashier in settling said bocks,. 
and make report asearly as ean be done during. 
this session of the Legislature. 

In pursuance of. the authority delegated to the 
sib-committee appointed hy theforegoing resolu- 
tioii, the report was made by said coninittee 
herewith travsmitied, which is as follows: l 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Joint Com- 

mittee on Banks. CE 

The undersigned, to whom by your resolution 
was réferred the duty of receiving, from Joel 
Parrish, late Cashier of the Bank of the Siate 
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of Tennessee, such books and papers as he had 
removed, beg leave to report;—that they haye 
performed thatduty, and that said hooks and pa- 
pers have been delivered over, and are now in their 
safe custody, to be disposed of as your resolution 
has directed. They have made such an examin- 
ation asthe shortness of time would admit, the 
result of which has satisfied them, that no alter- 
ations, additions or erasures have been madesince 
the books were removed. ‘They are totally una- 
ble from the examination they have made to as- 
eertain the probable Joss which the Bank has sus- 
tained, and indeed, owing to the fact of the ae- 
counts of persons at said Bank having remained 
without being posted or balanced for some eigh- 
teen months op two years past, they are convinced 
jt cannot be done by them during this session of 
the Legislature, consistently with other engage- 
ments. If sucha measure is contemplated, the 
Cashier that will be elected by ihe Legislature in 
Hieu of the former incumbent, will haveto be re- 
quired todoit. All of which is respectfylly sub-

The eommitiee would further beg leave 
to repori—that one of their commitiee, the Sena- 
tor from Jackson, General Smith, was specially 
delegated to examine into the condition of Agen- 
eies in West Tennessee, and to ohiain from the 
President and Directory of the principal Bank 
at this place, all the information within 
mar possession relatiye to said Agencies ant 
ank. 

To enable the committee to lay hofore the Le- 
gislature 2 detailed report of the situation of said, 
Bank, as far asin their power, since the appoint- 
ment and qualification of the present Cashiers 
another sub committee has been appointed, whe 
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are now diligently employed in counting the funds 
in said Bank; but from the shortness of the time 
allotted them to perform this labour, it will not 
be within the pawer of the committee to make an 
accurate statement of the condition of said insti- 
tution. Tho committee will, however, submit the 
result of their examination in the course of this 
day, and they hazard nothing in saying that from 
the examination they have made and the informa: 

tion they have acquired, the Bank is solvent, and 
js able to meet all its engagements. Its affairs 
are greatly disorganized and deranged, as well at 
many of the agencies as at the principal Bank; 
though the committee are of the opinion that in- 
dustry and talent would soon restore all things to 
order, but what will be the ultimate loss that the 
Siate may sustain, the committee have not now 
the means of information in their power. ‘To 
arrive at the actual loss which the State may suf- 
fer would require the bookste be balanced, and 
all the Specie and Bank paper to be counted, and 
the amount of solvent debt due the Bank aseer- 
tained. ‘This would occupy the committee iwen- 
ty or thirty days, a length of time which they 
could not devote, to the total neglect of all other 
business of Legislation, The commitiee would, 
however, state from all the lights before them, that 
the loss must be considerable: and they would 
submit to the General Assembly the policy of ` 
winding up the concerns of the institution as soon 
as a due regard to the interests ef the State may 
admit, and the appropriation of the money, now 
loaned at ihe different Agencies, to the pur- 
poses of education and Internal Ilmprove- 
ments. 

The committee would be withholding justice 
from the late President and Direciory of said 
Bank, did they not bear testimony to the honest 
intentions of said President and Directory in the. 
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management of the concers of said institution, = 
Nothing isimputed to them of an improper char- 
acter, other than a neglect growing out of a mis- 
placed confidence in their Cashier. and it affords 
the committee pleasure in having it in their pow- 
er to say, that in the course of this ardent and 
unpleasant investigation, the President and each 
member of the board cheerfully and with alacrity 
afiorded the eonmittee all the aid within their 
eontrol. All which is respectfully submitted.

MR. SMITH'S REPORT, 


En obedience to the order of the legislature 
-all the Agencies of the bank in West ‘Tennessee 

have been examined, except that of one county; 
several, however, bave been examined by states 
ments forwarded to the committee, 

For the purpese of obiaining ihe most accurate 
information, and to have a clear understanding of 
the present situation of the funds placed in the 
hands of the agents, and thie manner of transact- 
ing their business, the notes, together with the 
books in which their accounts are kept, have been 
earefully examined. A list of the debtors has 
been taken, with the amount and date of each, 
and remarks upon them, containing such evidence 
as the undersigned has been able to procure in re- 
lation to their solyency or validity. When the 
books and notes exhibited by the agents were ex- 
amined, and a list taken, they were sent to the 
bank to be compared with their books, to be ene 
dorsed by the officers and returned for the inspec’: 
tion of the members ofthe two houses. 
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À statement of the agencies has been made, èS- 
jibitiag 2 fuil view, ander appropriate heads, and 
yery much, in detail the result of the examina- 
tions while taking the list from the Agents’ books 
and papers. 

A statement in which many of the items of in- 
formation contained inthe first, are placed under 
the same heads with a view to abridge the inqui- 
ries made by the committee; and a third state- 
ment nas been made, comprehending the whole, 
under tne heads of goad debis—bad debts—and 
eash in the hands of the agents. 

The examination has been made with great 
eweg, and ihe statements afford the best informa- 
tion upon the subject which the undersigned has 
been able to procure from the sources within his 
reach. But, in the natare of things, it was not 
possible io ascertain with entire certainty, what. 
amount of losses the Bank would have to sustain. 
À debt naw deemed good, may turn out bad, and 
the one deemed doubtful, or even desperate,. 
may be collected. 

All that the undersigned could do, was to pro- 
eure the most aceurate estimate within his power. 
For this purpose, he has called upon the agents 
fur information: he has also called in assistance 
from other respectable sources, upon which reli- 
ance could be had, to form an opinion. 

_ The condensed result of this examination and 
Inquiry, is exhibited as follows: 

Debts considered good, 238,134 87 

Debts considered bad, 33.033 24 ° 

Cash in hands of agents, 7,193 3%

In etsimating the bad debts the amount set down 
exceeds what will be found under the heads of 
doubtful and insolvent: but it is nade up by inelu- 
ding the amount under the head of notes not re- 
‘toyerable inlaw. ‘The undersigned has thought. 
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praper to place the last item under the head of 
be. cedis, beeanse they cannot be considered oth- 
erwise, when defects exist which would be fatal 
to a recovery by suit. 

‘che amount in suit will be seen by reference to 
the irste g.enient under that head. Et is com- 
paratively small, which is aceonuted for by the 
facilities of callectiag under the power of attor- 
ney to confess Judgment. 

It is noi deemed necessary to go inte a detail of 
all the irregul.sities in the agencies which may 
hare been discovered during the examination, 
many ofthem being of a trhial character; bat 
euei 2S Vere considered worthy ofnotiee and de- 
served to De currected will be fongd in the state- 
-ments whieh have been made. if, however, 
Sushi irvezulorities are indulged in, tbey offen 
juereue by degress, unilithe funds of the bauk 
may be jeopardized and losses sustained, or at 
feast produce a state of confusion whirh should be 
guarded against in all banking transactions. 

In the course of the examination. the under- 
signed embraced every opportunity to collect in- 
formation which would tend te aid ia the investi 
gation of the affairs relating te the institution, 
and in some instances though not offen, it was 
communicated confidentially, and he dees net feel 
authorized 19 ma eiia part of the report; it is 
proper. however. to remark, that such as pas 
been communicated fa that way. docs not very te- 
viously affect the interests of the ja Utadiens but 
in many instances. slight irregularities. or cir- 
enmstances vonneeted with the transactions ut the 
aseacies, have occurred which should nut ie sang- 
fioned if known to the directory. 

f° fets eoateined in this statemeit are foun- 
dela. ithe exiaination of the boo » aud pa- 
pers echibited Sy the agents, and ya whieh 
they have Deea estrasted, tugether with such 
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other information as has been collected from otli- 
- pp sourcesin which the undersigned has entire 
eonlidenoc. 

For reasons very obvious, a personai exgmina- 
don of the Principal Bank has not been attempt- 
el, The ordinary duties of legislation precludes 
such a personal examination as was contempla- 
ted, at least such a one as would afford the infor- 
mation sought to be obtained from the principal 
bank, with the accuracy necessary for a perfect 
knowledge of the effects of the institution and a- 
detailed statement of its operations.—Sach an 
cxamisation is of the first importanée; to the le- 
gislatures it would aiford information more satis- 
fuviory than is tobe acquired in any other way; 
sich as is neeessary to know the true situation of 
the inslitution, and a correct course of legislation 
upon the subject. ‘This could not be thoroughly 
done within the time at which the session was ex- 
pected to close, and wereit practicable, the res- 
ponsiitiity of every member to deliberate and 
vole upon the subjects which are daily presented 
fur consideration required that he should be in 
his scat. Witheutit, t9 same extent, however, 
the ennetment oflaws, either with a view to wind, 
np and elooe the concern, orto givelt more eft- 
ciency, would be legislating in the dark. If de- 
tects caist in the organization of the institution or 
iis system of regulations, provisions might be 
made inadequate to attain the object in contem- 
plation; and such as are now perfect, legislated 
upon injudicionsly; while many evils may be per- 
mitted to remain and passed over wholly undis- 
overed. 

In order to obtain tke most correct knowledge 
of the institution, and a minute detail of its pres- 
ent condition, short of a personal examination, 
alls were made upon ‘the officers of both the prin- 
cipal and branch bank Tor a statement showing 
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their debtors, the amount of each, with a request 
that they would note such as were doubtful orin- 
solyent, and any remarks upon them deemed ne- 


- eessary to a correct knowledge of iheir true situ- 


ation—a statement exhibiting the names of the 
agents in the several eounties, the amount seve- 
rally charged against them at the Bank, or pla- 
ecdin their hands, to be loaned in the respective 
equnties—a statement ofthe names ofsuch agents 
as have been remoyed or resigned, and who 
are now in default to the bank, with the amount 
of the several sums, and their situation at this 
time—a statement of the moneys received from 
the entry takers, and the amount for which they 


_ arcin default, and the amount of taxes collected

on school lands—the amount ef the interest re- 
eeived at the Principal Bank and Branch Bank, 
from the agents in West Tennessee, and from the 
agents in Hast ‘Tennessee. 

The officers of the Bank were farther request- 
ed to communicate such other information as 
would tend to exhibit the true situation of the 
whole concern. The statements from the Princi- 
pal Bank were not all furnished until a late peri- 
od inthe session. It is presumable that the daily 
transactions or business of the Banks, or some oih- 
er cause not known to the undersigned, has pre- 
yented a compliance within time tọ make 2 tho- 
rough investigation of them. 

The undersigned has had reference to the pub- 
lic documents, the statements furnished by the 
Principal Bank, the Branch Bank, the examina- 
tion of the agencies in West ‘Tennessee, and the 
report made from the Principal Bank at the com- 
mencement of the session, and the result produces

The amount paid into the Bank as giyen in the 
foregoing statements has been ascertained by re- 
ferring to the public decuments, except the 
amount for lends north and east of the line, ang 
the interest and notes in circulation, which are 
taken from the communications made by the 
Bank. The deposits were ascertained by the 
general statement at the first ofthe session, which 
yany be very much varied since. 

The amount of bills reecivable at the Princ- 
pal Bank is taken from a siatement furnished by 
the Cashier. The amount at the Branch Bank 
and agencies in Kast Tennessee from the Branch 
Bank, and ihe amount due from the agencies ir 
West Tennessee, was ascertained by the exam- 
ination already veferred te—all other items were 
furnished cither by the Principal or Branch 
Bank. The statement of bills receivable con- 
tains no evidence of the solvency of the debts or 
date at which they fall due, and it is ‘believed to 
contain errors by overcharging for a considerable 
amount, which may have occurred in iaking it 
from the books. The amount charged against 
agents in default, is also supposed to be much lar- 
ger than the sum actually due by them at 
this time. A note upon the statement of bills re- 
eeivable made by the cashier, refers to the coun- 
sel of the Bank for the amount injudgments. Jn 
the absence of that statement, the amount cannot 
now be given; but fram a yery slight examination 
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fit some time since, it appéared that some of 
them were included in the bills receivable, some 
in the account rendered by the agencies, and some 
of them were to be found in the list against the 
agents in default, and in some instances, they 
were found in more than one of said statements, 
or at least it so appeared in the absence of an ex- 
planation. 

In making this statement, it must be under- 
stood that it was done upon the information far- 
nished, and except the agencies in West Tennes- 
ace, it was often in general ierms, and on some 
oceasions vague, and supposed to be imperfect, 
and entirely in the absence of those who, it is pre- 
sumable, conid have explained it so as to remove 
sich difficulties as seemed to present themselves. 
No doubt the officers of the Bank, or at least it is 
presumable, ean by explanation, throw such 
light upon it as to be fully understood. 

Scarcely an hour has passed when the House 
was not in session, often when it was, frequently 
at the expense of neglecting loeal measures de- 
manding immediate attention, often deprived of 
voling upon measares of a general nature, when 
the interest of the country has been deeply invol- 
ved, the most intense application has been devot- 
ed to ilie subjeci, witha hope to ascertain with 
certainty the irue situation of the institution, and 
to arrivé at some eonclusion as to the practicabili- 
ty of sustaining it under the regulations by which 
itis governed., In the effort to do so, many dii- 
culties were presented not antieipated, until after 
the investigation had commenced, some of which 
have not been removed and the primary object in 
view has not been fully attained. It has progress- 
ed far enough to discover the complicated natura 
of the institution. The connection between tha 
Bank and the agencies, and the mode pointed out 
hy law for collecting the moneys from the entry 
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takers, has produced a derangement in their ae 
counts, which it isimpossible to detail to the Le» 
gislature, ina clear and distinctmanner, as the 
now stand. It may appear well in theory, bug 
when applied to practice it willin many respects: 
be found very defective. The law is in some ip- 
stances vague, and obseure, admitting of doubtful 
construction, and among the great number of of- 
ficers engagedin the execution of it, some are 
-not fully compeient, and others negligent of their 
duties; consequently confusion cr derangement of 
their aceeunts is often produced. Independent. 
of the causes above stated, as calculated to pro- 
duce confusion, the frequent legislation upon ths 
subject, without a regard to effects to be produe» 
ed upon the transactions of monied concerns, ii 
terferes with eyery thing like a systematic plan 
of operations, and a continual alteraiion has been 
necessary to comply with the various acts of le- 
gislation. ‘The present state of accounts requires 
that some competent person should yisit ihe agen- 
cies and entry takers’ offices, and makea personat 
. investigation, and when made deposite the same. 
inthe Bank. To perform ihis duty correctly it 
should be done by some persons acquainted with 
the statutes establishing the offices, and defining. 
the duties of the officers, who would be fully comi- 
petent to make a thorough investigation, and Gt 
pable of giving such instructions as may be ne- 
cessary, for keeping their business well regulated 
hereafter. It is searcely possible to point out alk 
the errors and negligences to be found in such a 
complicated business, when so many are concern- 
ed in transacting it; in fact nothing short of 4 
personal examination conid afford a perfect 
knowledge of them in all the minutie; but whem 
corrected and in possession of the Bank with dill 
gent attention by the officers, they could gu 
against them for the future. 
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‘The policy of winding up and closing the can- 
eern was not made a subjeet of inquiry for the 
undersigned, having been required only to collect 
such facts, which would, ‘as far as practicable, 
show the true situation of the institution; this has 
been done, although to a very limited extent, yet 
as far as the means have been placed in his powev. 
But as this investigation was very suddenly closed, 
he takes the liberty to indulge in a few remarks 
uponthe subject. In closing or changing a Bank- 
ing institution, the interest of the stock holders, 
the debtors, and the holders of the netes, are alf 
to be consulted. In thisinstauce the amount of 
notes in cireulation is so yery inconsiderable when 
compared with the means of redeeming them that. 
it cannot be looked to as a subject which deserves 
consideration. The first two then are presented 
and both haye equal claims to protection. As the 
stock is the exclusive property of the state it reat- 
ily occurs that the legislature has entire controt 
over it; in fact it isso expressed in the charter; 
and if wewere permiiied to stop our inquiries 
here, no doubt could be entertained as to the 
sourse which should be pursued; but it must be 
kept in view that this stock has by loans been egn- 
verted iato debts upon the people, and their inter- 
est demands a mature consideration when acting 
upon this subjeet. ‘These debts are situated dif- 
ferently from those which haye been generally 
eveated with Banking institutions. The charter 
stipulates the terms of payment, which is by ig- 
stalments, called in at certain periods, and it fs 
implied that they will be paid at the agencies 
where they were contracted. Shauld it be deter- 
mined to close the concern, a sound discretion 
should be exercised in regulating the calls, which 
should not exceed the resources of the debtors te 
meet them, particularly as {he debts are distribu- 
ied in every section of the state, probably a large 
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portion of them owing by the agricultural part of 
the community, and in many instances by those 
whoare not the most able to command money. 
and if passed, often hazard a collection of the 
debt. In closing the business, the interest of the 
state will be promoted by reasonable forbearance 
exercised in making the ealls and regulating ihe 
sum by the resources for payment and exact 
punctuality for what may be required. If the 
Bank should collect with a determination not to 
reloan, it will produce a different effect than from 
that which would be produced by one individual 
collecting from another; in the first, it would be 3 
collection from the whole community, because i 
would be so much withdrawn from circulation, 
but inthe latter ease it is reloaned or vested in 
property, which tends to facilitate the cireulation 
and gives activity to the capital of the country,— 
When collections exceed the resources for pay- 
ment, the result is pecuniary embarrassment.— 
Thereforein making collections, too much czu- 
tion cannot be observed, with a view to pro- 
tect the interest of both the Siate and the debt- 
or. 

Before we can arrive at a correct conclusion 
upon the proposition to wind up and close the bu- 
siness, the object of creating the institution, and 
benefits to rerult froma continuance, deserve to 
be considered. 

The preamble of the Jaw establishing the bank, 
is expressed in language too clear io mistake the 
intention of the Legislature who gave it existence, 
and were we to question the policy, a reason to 
sustain it is only to be found in the benevolent mo- 
tives which led to its adoption. It will be recol- 
lected that it was atime when pecuniary embar- 
rassments prevailed in the community unparal- 
jelledin ihe annals of our country. It is not 
deemed essential now to inquire into the cause 
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which produced such a state of things; it is too 
well known to be econtroverted, that they not only 
pervaded the domestic concerns of almost every 
member of the community, but many Banking in- 
stitutions were swept out of existence, while 
others were left tottering with a paper currency 
circulating at a depreciation far below its nomin- 
sal yelue, 

Tne institution was established to increase the 
civeulating currency of the country, by which 
many were to be accommodated with Jeans, to dis- 
charge their small debts then pressing, and with 
indulgence to meet their new engagements, In 
adding to the circulating currency of the country, 
another important object was to afford facilities 
to those who wished to acquire lands, which were 
about io be offered in market, and the proceeds 
of wiaieh eoustitute the capital of the Bank. It 
is evident then that the views of the legislature 
were not alone confined to the relicf of such as 
were embarrassed, but to eeenmulate a large eap- 
ilal forthe State; andto the full extent the ex- 
pectation has been realised. The latter, howe- 
ver, could only serve to give additional weight 
to the burthen of debt which oppressed the eom- 
munity. ‘The balance of this debt, after haying 
pud an immense sum, is yet very jarge, and will 
be payable in one year, .Altionch eontraeted in 
good faith, was under ci -veumsiances ealeula- 
ted io command liberal pr; os. Property had not 
then settled down to its. ent low rate. The 
fascinating idea, that the »iale was putting in 
operation a banking insiti by which the eir- 
culating mediam would De very much increased, 
arat least sustained, ani she extensive eredit 
which seldom fails to comm. 7 iiberal offers, alk 
combinedinstimulating the »  ‘.asers to give ex- 
travagant prices. 

The collection of these de)... and the interest 
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of thosewho owe them, are intimately connected 
with, and must te some extent be affeeted by any 
‘measure, having for its object a curtailment of 
the circulating medium, either by derangement 
in the fiscal affairs or otherwise, and the state 
should do no act which would present the smallest 
difficulties in the payment of those debts. Fu- 
deed, experience dearly acquired, proves that 
they should be encouraged and stimulated to 
a punctual discharge of their contracts. 

‘The agricultural produets, although af a de 
pressed state, haye assumed something lihe uni- 
formity of value in the markets, save the ordina- 
ry fluctuations of commerce. 

The difficulties predueed by an unsound cur- 
rency no longer exist, and preper{y is again esti- 
mated by a standard value. ‘The visionary pro- 
jects and wild schemes of speculators have been 
superceded by industry andeconomy, and society 
is now regulated by a principle based upon a were 
judicious caleulation. A lapse of time sufficient 
to revolutionize the pecuniary affairs of the coun- 
try has passed away, and what was intended to 
aid, will soon become a burthen which the legis- 
dature will be called upon to remove by relief of 
@ more serious character. If consistent with 
sound poliey te extend relief upon any cevasion, 
it should be considered only temporary aid, to be 
withdrawn as early as the resourees of the coun- 
try will authorize. 

Should it be deemed expedient to elose the bu- 
asiness of the institution, such calis should be made 
as the debtors can bear, and under such regula- 
tions as will stimulate them to exertion In @ 
prompt compliance with their ceniracts. A dif- 
ferent course may produce feelings af variance 
with the interest of the state, and in many instan- 
ees a resort to whatever will extricate them from 
obligations executed in good faith, 
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That it is inexpedient on the part ef the gov- 
ernment to hold a heavy burthen of debt upon 
her citizens is a point so generally conceded, that 
no argument is deemed necessary to support it; 
experience has established the fallacy of such a 
policy, and it would be a trespass upon the 
ae to urge a proposition so well under- 
siaod. i 

The benefits to be derived by a continuance of 
the institution arc the profits which the state ex- 
pects to realize-in interest. In estimating them 
it is necessary to take into view the cost of mana- 
ging the institution. Independent of the expense 
necessary to be incurred to manage the Bank, that 
which is incurred to support the agencies has also 
tobe defrayed. and according to the system upon 
whieh the institution was established, and requir- 
ed to be conducted, it is attended with enormous 
expense, very far exceeding what is’ custom- 
ary, to employ the same amount of capital. 

The expense incurred by the time which is con- 
sumed in legislating upon the subject, or making 
inquiries and investigations in relation to it, is al- 
80 a proper item to be placed to the expense ae- 
count, and no doubt, if ascertained with certainty, 
constitutes a much larger one than has heretofore 
been anticipated. 

The losses to be sustained by insolvencies, should 
be taken into consideration before the estimate of 
balances in favor of theeapital employed. ‘This 
cannot he precisely known until the business is 
settled; but the extensive distribution of the funds, 
loaned out in small sums to individuals in almost 
every neighborhood throughout the whole siate, 
divided into thousands of debts, and the directors 
possessing but little more than an indirect control 
over them, or that which is exercised according 
to the information communicated by the agents, it 
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is reasonable to suppose the loss will be consider- 
able. 

It is not designed to advance any positive opin- 
ion as to the properity of winding up and closing 
the concern; but an examination of the subject 
forces the conelusion that the clear profit ‘to the 
state upon the capitwl employed, Js far short of 
what had been anticipated, and, if autherised to 
hazard an opinion, it dees not exceed three per 
cent. 

While estimating the profits to the state, seme 
attention has been given ta the expense inecurreil 
by the borrowers. The numberof notes at the 
agenes in West Temne-sce, andthe nupLer of 
per-one by which iiey were exccuted in one year, 
have heen aseertained. Jt will be recollecied that 
the amount on lonn fs STSL 42. Estimating 
the tise Jost in Geavelling to the agencies to exe- 
cuie tie notes. at a reasonable price, and the 
stuns paid fur the powers of attorney required te 
Je gisem, Itis about £19,006: this sum is to Lead- 
ced to six per cent interest they pay In adyaace 
ice the use of the money; which gives a correct 
estimate ef the expenses paid by the peceple for 
the use of the funcs. ; 

From the mest mature reficction which hes 
heen given the subject. it is very evident that in 
all enses when monied institutions are placed un- 
der the control, and subject to the dispesiticn cf 
legislative bodies, they should be rendered assim- 
pie ia their construction and management as the 
nature of things will permit, that their situaticn 
mzy be more eacily comprehended and under- 
stcod, and for the safety of the funds, scattered as 
ihey are, among the agencies, it is necessary te 
give it an energetic operation. If the history and 
progress of this institution wre to be considered 2 
fair experiment, if is impracticable to sustain 
one so complicated as it is, under the exclusive
